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Claim Objections 

Claims 1-15 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

1) Claims 1-7,9-14, all the reference numbers in the claims should be deleted. 

2) Claim 2, line 1 , "generator is" should be changed to "generator of". 

3) Claim 4, line 1 , "generator is" should be changed to "generator of. 
Claims 8,15 are objected as being depended on an objected claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

As per claim 1 , the prior arts of record, taken alone or in combination, fail to 
disclose or render a polarisation state generator section containing a collimation optic 
collimating the beam and a generator of polarisation that polarises the light beam, 
means for detecting and analysing spectroscopically said beam, wherein the first and 
second mirrors are parabolic mirrors, the light beam through the polarisation state 
generator section up to the first mirror is parallel enabling achromatism, the light beam 
from the second mirror through the analysing section is parallel enabling achromatism 
and said incidence angle 9 is largely varied without shifting of the location of the small 
spot on the sample surface, in combination with the rest of limitations of the claim.
